One of our most popular bulbs for effective beds outdoors or growing in the house in pots. Their 
very decorative appearance, long keeping, brilliant colors and delightful fragrance recommend them. 

GARDEN CULTURE. Bulbs may be planted from September to December in any good, well-drained 

garden soil, which has previously been well enriched and dug from 12 to18 inches. Bulbs should be set 
6 inches apart and 6 inches deep. Before the ground freezes cover beds with material, such as leaves, 
straw, pine branches, etc., to a depth of 4 inches. Do not uncover too early in Spring. 

CULTURE IN Pots. Itis always best to select solid, heavy bulbs and plant as early as possible. Care 
should be taken to fill the pots with a light, well-enriched potting soil, and have the top of bulb just 
below thesurface. Use a 5-inch pot for single bulb or four in a 6-inch pot. Givea good watering and set 
away in a cool place, covering them with about 
3 to 5 inches of coal ashes or sand. Let them 
remain here for 8 to 10 weeks, bringing them ee ee ee 
to the light as wanted.
